2.1 The document D2 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of claim 
1, and shows (see D2, paragraphs 15-23): 

Method of using playable electronic media data for notification of events in a portable 
communication device, comprising the steps of : 

setting the data as a notification of events, storing the data, detecting the occurrence of 
an event, retrieving the data and playing the data in dependence of the detection. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known method in that the electronic media 
data is a message being received via a network. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

2.2 The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as being able to use 
a variety of multimedia notifiers, said multimedia notifiers being received via a network 
in such a manner that unnecessary use of memory space is avoided. 

2.3 The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is considered 
as .nvolvmg an mventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following reasons: storing an 
mcoming media message and using the media message for event notification in a 
portable communication device is not rendered obvious by the available prior art This 
has the advantage that the media message is stored only once in the device, thus saving 
memory space. y 
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3 INDEPENDENT CLAIMS 8, 1 6 AND 1 7 

Similar reasoning can be applied to corresponding independent claims 8, 16 and 17 
The subject-matter of said claims is therefore also new (Article 33(1) and (2) PCT). 

4 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 

Claims 2-7 and 9-15 are dependent on one of claims 1, 8, 16 or 17 and as such also 
meet the requirements of the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step.
